PROBE HEARING A SURPRISE 


Order to Investigate Alleged Politi­ 
cal Corruption, Came As Surprise 
Before Adjournment

Indianapolis, Ind.. July 26—KU.R> 
Th e Marion county grand jury was 
ch arged today to go to th e bottom 
of “ Steph ensonism ” and alleged po­ 
litical corruption in Indiana and 
take all th e time it needs to dig up 
th e fa^ts. 
Criminal Judge James A. Collins 
calling th e grand jury back after 
most of its routine h ad been com­ 
pleted, informed th e jurymen 
th at 
Marion county prosecutors h ave 
a 
mass of new material from D. 
C. 
Steph enson, and told th em wh eth er 
th ey remain in session th rough Au­ 
gust or take a vacation after Friday 
was with in th eir discretion. 
Special prosecutor Joh n W. Iloltz- 
mann indicated in court th at h e and 
oth er members of Prosecutor W il- 
liam 11. Remy’s 
staff th ough t th e 
new evidence so important th at th e 
grand jury sh ould remain in contin­ 
uous session. 
Difficulties 
encountered 
by two 
previous grand juries were reviewed 
by Judge Collins in ch arging 
th e 
th ird investigating body. He recalled 
th at an alleged 
attempt 
to bribe 
Claude Ach ey, one of th e jurors, to 
vote against indicting Mayor Joh n 
L. Duvall resulted in disch arge 
of 
th e second grand jury. 
Now is th e time, 
Judge 
Collins 
told th e jury, to take up th e th ird 
and fifth parts of th e “ orders 
of 
inquiry” as required by law—“ into 
willful and corrupt misconduct 
in 
public office of every 
description

wh ich were delivered 
over 
last 
Th ursday to special prosecutors of 
Marion county, south of Wash ing­

It seems as if everyone in the 
country must have heard about 
Jerry’s strange case a n d . seen 
his photograph, but Jerry, the 
gassed and shell-shocked veteran 
who lost his health and his iden­ 
tity at the same time, knows there 
is someone, somewhere, who will 
recognize him eventually. 
An old 
pul. a brother, a sister—or per­ 
haps a mother. 
All of which explains why Jerry 
is trudging around the streets on 
what he promises will become a 
countrywide tour. 
His objectives 
are two; 
1— To 
leave 
photographs of 
himself on display in the vesti­ 
bule ol “every Catholic church in 
the country ” 
2— To sell copies of “Jerry Tar- 
bot’s Book,” his own woefully In­ 
complete autobiography, in order 
to support himself and finance his 
quest for a name. 
Sells Book for Dollar 
Jerry’s ambitious program of 
placarding the churches with his 
photographs in the hope that 
someone finally will identify him 
permanently and for all time has 
not yet begun. 
He is certain he

bot’s Book” is an accomplished

Jerry wrote it himself and 
he expects to sell “at least 25.ooO 
copies.”
